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THE BODIE ROAD. 


Sage Reflections on the Journey 
by a New Comer. 


A Dull Landscape and Monotonous 
Road. 


[By a Special Correspondent. | 

The last thing I remember of Reno, 

I was sitting in Hammersmith's bar- 
ber shop reading the GazETTE's great 
prize story, and as I neared the end a 
feeling of uneasiness stole ever me. 
When I reached the point where the 
foreman calls in two men to aid him 
in conceiving an idea, I became a rav- 
ing maniac and kuew nothing mere 
until J found myself in Carson, seated 
beside the driver of the Bodie stage. 
As soon as loaded we rolled away, 
crossing the river about four miles 
from town. 
THE ROADS ARE VERY HEAVY. 


The sand is from four to six inches 
deep. A good part of the way the 
track is filled in with sagebrush, which 
may improve it in the end, though it 
only complicates matters now. At 


the first station out weget a good dinner. 
The station is kept by Mr Curtis, for- 
merly of Truckee. A few hours after 
the road _ cressed 
Carson valley and we parted 
with the handsome meadews and 
many evideuces of thrift with regret. 
A good deal of work is being done in 
the way of constructing dems across 
the mouth of canyons, 80 as to save 
as much as possible of the spring 
floods, and eke out the scanty supply. 
The road keeps en the east side of the 
valley, and the ranches lie at the west 
side. Genea nestles close to the 
mountains, and is only seen at a dis- 
tance. There is no attempt at culti- 
vation, to speak of, between Cerson 
rand Antelope valleys. The latter is 
watered by Walker river, and has 
some fine hay and stock ranges. Be- 
tween the two lies 


PINE NUT VALLEY, . 
where the hills are covered with the 
nut-bearing pine, a low, bushy tree, 
looking like our juniper, but more 
picturesque, as it grows taller with 
better outlines and stronger limbs. It 


seems to be confined exclusively to the 
sides of the mountain. None grow on 
the level land. This tree is not only 
a handsome addition to the landscape, 
but it is of the highest value to set- 
tlers and miners for fuel, for which 
purpose it is worth 20 per cent. more 
than avy other wood. Its grain is 
very clese and the fiber very hard, 
something like mountain mahogony, 
but with large quantities of pitch. It 
grows more scattering all the way to 
Aurora, to the exclusion of everything 
else, except rarely a juniper or cedar. 
The pine nut is not appreciated in its 
owas country. 
tritive, and contains oil that will find 
its way into commerce before many 
years. Itis gathered by the Indians, 
the burr scraped off and the nut roast- 
ed in fire as peanuts are, and is then 
weady for market.

with the delicate shadings and harmo- 
pious contrasts which man has from 
his rudest to his best days labered in 
vain to imitate. The only approach 
to a grade on the whole line is be- 
tween Junction and Aurora, which is 
about five miles—all the divides and 
canyons except this hill and the can- 
von west of Aurora, which is cut out 
in places, are c by an almost 
natural road. Aurora is what Bob 
Burns would call

It is surrounded and filled with ruins 
and broken walls. The foundations 
of old hoisting werks and quartz mills 


are thicker than statesmen in congress. 
The trees have been cut off the hills 
and even the stumps are being dug u 
as they have been around Virginia City. 
The Real Del Monte hoisting works, 
resting on a high hill above the towa, 
are the freshest and most encouraging 
feature in thescene. The hills around 
about have more little piles of dirt and 
holes in them than any I ever saw. 
They look like new grave yards from 
a little distance. The road drops 
rapidly down Aurora canyen to the 
junction with Bodie creek, where 
it turns sharply to the left and climbs 
for ten miles to the town. At this 
turn stands a fine mill, built of hand- 
some red brick. Further up others 
lie around in ruins. One which cost 
a quarter of a million twelve years 
ago was about one year since sold for 
twelve thousand dollars. Just after 
the road turns into Bodie canyon, it

the divide offand is the rest of the way in Califor- 


nia. Seme ways above it, gets entire- 
ly above the timber line, and by the 


time it reaches Bedie not a tree is in 
sight in the whole range of vision. 
The Syndicate, Bodie and Miners’ 
mills hammer away a couple of miles 
from town: and I must not forget to 
mention Bedie ranche, which has a 
couple of acres of springy ground that 
gets up a green color when the sum- 
mer is not entirely freezing weather. 
A few horses feed here, and rumor 
has it that the grass has grown high 
enough sometimes to cut for hay. I 
arrived safely, and have been very 
kindly and pleasantly received by the 
officers ef most ot the mines, who say 
my credentials as GAZETTE reporter 
are sufficient to secure admission te 
all the mines, although nearly all, and 
especially Bodie, have declined for the 
last weck to give free access to visitors. 
I will,as per your order, visit the Bodie 
at once and give you all the particu- 
lars; and I will try to make the thing 
80 — that even a mining expert can 
understand it. Honest MINER.
